NOTIFICATION 

O.S.R. 583(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by clause (c) of sub-section (2) of Section 35 
of the Administrative Tribunals Act, 1985 (13 of 
1985), the Central Government hereby makes ihe 
following rules to amend the Central Administrative 
Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of 
Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) 
Rules, 1985, namely :— 

1. (1) These rales may be called the Central Ad- 
mlnlstriitive Tribunal (Salaries and Allowances and 
Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Members) Amendment Rules, 1987. 


(2) They shall come into force from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Administrative Tribunal (jfifl*- 
ries and Allowances and""Conditions of Service of 
Ch airman , Vice-Chairman and Members) Rules, 
1985 (hereinafter referred to as the said rales), for 
rule 3, the following rule shall be substituted namely:— 

“3. Pay—The Chairman shall receive a pay of 
Rupees nine thousand per mensem; a Vice- 
Chairman shall receive a pay of rupees eight 
thousand per mensem and a Member shall 
receive pay in the scale of Rs. 7300-100- 
7600 per mensem; 

Provided that in the case of an appointment as a 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman or a Member of 
a person who has retired as a Judge of a 
High Court or who has retired from ser¬ 
vice under the Central Government or a 
State Government and who is in leceipt of 
or bas received or has become entitled to 
receive any retirement benefits by way of 
pension and | or gratuity, employer’s contri¬ 
bution to the Contributory Provident Fund 
or other forms of retirement benefits the 
aforementioned pay shall "be reduced by the 
gross amount of pension and pension equi¬ 
valent of gratuity or employer’s contribution 
to the Contributory Provident Fund or any 
other form of retirement benefits, if any, 
drawn or to be drawn by him.” 

3. In the said rules, for rule 4, the following nil* 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“4. Dearness Allowance and city Compensatory 
Allowance : 

The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a Mem¬ 
ber shall receive dearness allowance and 
City Compensatory Allowance appropriate 
to their pay at the rates admissible to 
Group ‘A’ officers of the Central Govern- 
men drawing a pay in the scale of Rs. 7500- 
100-7600 or above.’’ 

4. In the said rales, for rule 11, the following rule 
shall be substituted namely :— 

“11. Leave Travel Concession ; The Chairman, 
a Vice-Chairman or a Member shall be 
entitled to the leave travel concession at 
the same rates and at the same scales and 
on the same conditions as are applicable to 
Group ‘A’ Officer of the Central Govern¬ 
ment drawing a pay in the scale of Rs. 7300- 
100-7600 or above.
